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1. SUMMARY: COPY FRIENDLY DRAFT RESOLUTION PRESENTED 

BY CHARGE TO FONMIN SEPTEMBER 18. ROK CHARGE HONG SAW FONMIN 
SEPTEMBER 19 PRESENTING MEMORANDUM KOREAN QUESTION. 

RWANDAN POSITION APPEARS TO FAVOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 

2. CHARGE TOOK OCCASION SEPTEMBER 18 OF CALL ON 
FONMIN ALOYS NSEKALIJE DISCUSSING HISUPCOMING VISIT UNGA 
(REF. KIGALI 0568) TO COMMENT ON RWANDA'S CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE IN 
27TH UNGA AND EXPRESS CONFIDENCE THAT RWANDAN PARTICIPATION 
28TH UNGA WOULD BE SIMILARLY JUDICIOUS AND REASONABLE. 

CHARGE THEN PRESENTED ENGLISH TEXT AND UNOFFICIAL FRENCH 
TRANSLATIOMN DRAFT OMNIBUS RESOLUTION ON KOREA NOTING THAT US 
LIKE RWANDA WISHED TO ENCOURAGE NEGOTIATION OF PROBLEMS 
DIVIDING STATES AND WELCOMED POSSIBILITY ENCOURAGE 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE KOREAS IN 28TH UNGA. 

3. FONMIN RESPONDED THAT RWANDAN DELEGATION HAD BEEN 
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OF KOREA THROUGH DIALOGUE AND DIRECT NEGOTIATION 
BETWEEN PARTIES WITHOUT EXTERNAL INTERFERENCE. IN 
COMMMENTING ON THESE INSTRUCTIONS AND ON CAMBODIAN 
QUESTION (SEPTEL) FONMIN EMPHASIZED NECESSITY OF 
DIALOGUE AND NEGOTIATION WITHOUT RECOURSE TO FORCE. 

4. ROK CHARGE HONG VISITED FONMIN SEPTEMBER 19, 
PRESENTED MEMORANDUM ON KOREAN QUESTION AND 
EMPHASIZED NECESSITY PRESENCE UN COMMAND AS 
INTERNATIONAL GUARANTEE OF PEACE AND SECURITY IN 
KOREA. HE DISCUSSED RATIONALE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION 
INDICATING ROK WILLING ACCEPT ALTERNATIVE FORM 
INTERNATIONAL GUARANTEE OF ARMISTICE DEVISED BY 
SECURITY COUNCIL IF ARRANGED BEFORE WITHDRAWAL 
UN COMMAND. FONMIN TOLD HONG THAT INSTRUCTIONS TO 
RWANDAN DELEGATION WERE TO SEEK MEMBERSHIP BOTH 
KOREAS. FONMIN SAID HE COULD UNDERSTAND ROK DEMAND 
PRESENCE INTERNATIONAL FORCE AS GUARANTEE OF 
SECURITY. HE FURTHER OPINED THAT KOREAN QUESTION 
WAS NOT BUSINESS OF CHINESE, RUSSIANS OR UNITED 
STATES BUT A MATTER WHICH THE KOREAS SHOULD RESOLVE 
THEMSELVES. 

5. GENERAL IMPRESSION GAINED BOTH INTERVIEWS THAT 
RWANDAN DELEGATION GIVEN INSTRUCTIONS WHICH FAVOR 
FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON POINTS 1-3; WELCOMING DIALOGUE, 
AGREEING DISSOLLUTION UNCURK, ENCOURAGING MEMBERSHIP 
BOTH KOREAS, AND THAT FONMIN AND PRESIDENT AS MILITARY 
MEN NOW IMPRESSED VALIDITY ROK ARGUMENT FOR RETENTION 
UNC. POSSIBLE LAPSES IN RWANDAN SUPPORT COULD RESULT 
FROM RWANDA'S NEW COURTSHIP "NON-ALIGNED" NEIGHBORS 
OR INDEPENDENT ACTION PERM REP NKUNDABAGENZI AS 
DEBATE PROGRESSES. 
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
